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SIR: 

Applicants acknowledge with appreciation the indication of allowability of the 
claimed invention. In response to the Examiner's Statement of Reasons for Allowance in the 
Notice of Allowance of October 30, 2009, Applicants respectfully submit the following 
comments. 

In the Examiner's Statement of Reasons for Allowance on pages 3 and 4 of the Notice 
of Allowance mailed October 30, 2009, Paragraph 2 states in part: 

[T]he prior art fails to anticipate or render obvious the following recited 
specific features in claim 1 and similar claims 2,3,4,5,6,8,9,12,13,15,16 
and 18 limitations: "an address manager configured to manage a first 
address and a second address of a destination mobile terminal connected 
to the mobile node via a radio link, the first address of the destination 
mobile terminal being a home address of the destination mobile terminal, 
the second address being an address indicating a destination access node 
allocated to the destination mobile terminal and the third address being an 
address indicating the mobile node allocated to the destination mobile 
terminal; an address changer configured to replace a destination address in 
a header of a packet transmitted from the source mobile terminal without 
increasing the size of the header, the first address of the destination mobile 
terminal replaced by the second address of the destination mobile terminal". 
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Although the above comment seems to be directed to independent Claims 1 and 9, it 
is respectfully submitted that independent Claims 4, 5, 6, 8, 12, 13, 15, 16 and 18 do not 
include all of the elements recited above. For example. Claims 4, 5 and 13 do not recite "the 
first address of the destination mobile terminal being a home address" and "an address 
changer." Claim 6 does not recite "the first address of the destination mobile terminal being 
a home address," "third address being an address indicating the mobile node allocated to the 
destination mobile terminal" and "an address changer configured to replace a destination 
address in a header of a packet." Claim 8 does not recite "the first address of the destination 
mobile terminal being a home address" and "an address changer configured to replace a 
destination address in a header of a packet." Claim 12 recites the first and third address of 
the "new mobile terminal" and not the "destination mobile terminal," and further does not 
recite "an address changer." Claim 15 recites that the address changer replaces "the second 
address of the destination mobile terminal" with "the third address of the destination mobile 
terminal" and not "the first address of the destination mobile terminal replaced by the second 
address of the destination mobile terminal." Claim 18 does not recite "third address being an 
address indicating the mobile node allocated to the destination mobile terminal" and "an 
address changer configured to replace a destination address in a header of a packet." 
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Accordingly, it is respectfully submitted that the above quoted statement applies only 
to independent Claims 1 and 9 (and claims dependent therefrom), and not to independent 
Claims 4, 5, 6, 8, 12, 13, 15, 16 and 18 (and claims dependent therefrom), to the extent the 
language used in the statement differs from the language of the claims. 
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
